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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination 

1 . This action is in response to the Request for Continued Examination filed on 
October 9, 2003. The newly cited references have been considered and made of 
record. 

2. Upon review of the record by the present examiner, the following new rejection 
over art of record is seen necessitated. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1, 2, 1 1, 86 and 87 are newly rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over the Miller et 
al. article of record. The present claims where X is a bond and R3 is alkyl read on 
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simple alkyl substitution on the phenyl ring in the compounds of formula (I). The 
presence or absence of additional R 1 phenyl substitution is also possible. Compounds 
31-38 and 42 in Table I of the article disclose such compounds. See also the newly 
cited STN/CAS printout of the Chemical Abstracts of the article which shows compound 
34. Where not anticipated, simple alkyl homologs, position isomers and halo analogs 
are involved. Since this article is discussed in the specification and cited as an X 
reference in the corresponding European Search Report, clarification and/or correction 
of the present claims is requested. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 56-85 and 88-1 03 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable upon allowance of a generic claim thereto. 

7. Claims 1 0 and 1 04-1 1 0 are allowed.
